THE defeat of the Conservative party 
in the election of last Saturday is to 
be lamented, not as a party defeat, but 
fer the sake of the country’s good. 
Yet this defeat has its lessons, and 
whether the party will learn them and 
profit by the knowledge, the future will 
show. The majority in favor of the 
Radical parity could have been over- 
ihe Conservative ticket 
elected, if there had been—we will not 
say a thorough organization of the 
party—but even the semblance of it. 
A good organization, and tolerable dis- 
cipline, would have saved us from 


clamor, boisterous talking, clapping of | plied wit 


hands, stamping of feet, committee- 
juggling and all that sort of thing, 
which have been vainly taken for the 
elements of power by pretentious pot- 
house politicians. It is necessary to 
publish a call for a meeting, makea 
nomination, and after that the thing 
_ will run itself. We oe seen ee 
tem—if the word can 
chagrin and fault finding The 
routed candidate swears as lustily' 
as Farstarr over his bottle of anek, 
that the injudicious conduct of his 
friends did him more harm than the 
malice of his enemies. The friends of 
the routed candidate justify to them- 
selyes his defeat by believing the 
nomination was unfortunate. Discon- 
tent, disorder and mutiny are the fore- 
runners of defeat. They are also the 
fruit of bad organization,:or oftener 


the absence of any organization. 


truth is, there is no party organization 
of. opponents of Radicalism in this 
county or West Tennessee, or indeed 
in the. State. In Memphis it has 
neither head nor feet. In the State it 
is like PoLYPHEMCUS, with his only eye 
burnt out. The Executive Committee 
tor the county of Shelby has done 
nothing, or worse than nothing. Dur- 
ing the Presidential canvass it had 
no plan, policy or practical ideas. 
It was not even an ornament, nor so 
much as a figurelicad to look at, as the 
night-hawk on @ jackstaff. We do not 
wish to be understood by any member 
of the committee as writing to gratify 
personal likes or dislikes. We have 
none. We are writing of results. We 


judge the committee by its works. 


Under its auspices we have had as 
many defeats as there have been elec- 
tions. Under the existing franchise 
laws defeats of the Conservative party 
were and are to be expected. But the 
very existence of these laws demands 
the most thorough organization, if we 
would have them repealed. Execu- 
tive committees are responsible for the 
organization of a party. Judged by 
this rule, the committee in Shelby 


. county has done no good. The people 


h@¥e no faith inits good political sense, 
tact or ability. The members may be 
able men in otber labors, but the con- 
duct of a political canvass does not lie 
within the province of their genius. 


admitting “Cold Chisel’s”’ 
communication, yesterday, we do not 
altogether approve its spirit. The 
author sought nothing of the kind, 
yet the tendency of his article is to 
array class against class. A more un- 
wise action could not be conceived. 
Those whom he addresses as ** work- 
ingmen”’ are, almost to a man, Con- 
servatives. Their only hope of obtain- 
ing political consideration is close 
alliance with the other elements of the 
party. They area strong element, but 
a minority. The two classes lean on 
each other for support. Without mu- 
tual good feeling and unity, either is 
powerless for good. Cemented, no 
power can resistthem. If separated, 
of both for good becomes 
limited; but capital has the better of it. 
The two classes are bound up in each 
other, and he who acvises conflict is 
no true friend of either — certainly 
not of those forced to manual 
labor for sustenance. We have 
been speaking as though only those 
performing severe physical labor are 
“workingmen,”’ which is a fallacy. 
The name is catholic. It is as broad 
and comprehensive as usefulness itself. 
Every man not a useless cumberer of 
the earth is a “workingman.” Only 
those whose mission is that of the cork 
that floats idly with the current are of 
another class. The mechanic who for 
ten hours stands over an anvil or shoves 
a plane, is no less a workingman than 


merchant, lawyer, book-keeper or 


editor,whose labor, while less health- 
ful, is of a more exacting nature. We 


work more hours every day than any 
mechanic in Memphis. So does every 


jawyer or physician in full practice. 


Many of our heaviest capitalists would | 
gladly exchange their daily toil for 
that of the veriest laborer, could the 


taneous | substitution produee the same results. 


“Cold Chisel’s’”’ “ workingmen”’ com- 
mand our highest admiration. They 
are men of trained muscle, energy and 
industry, and many of them possess 
strong, cultivated intellects. They are 
of a Claws as vital to a country’s pros 
perity as sunshine to the growth 
of plants. We should like to 
have twenty thousand more of 
them in our midst. Sturdy, 
they are no less independent, 
and not likely to submit to the “‘lash,”’ 
of which “Cold Chisel” complains. 
There is certainly no disposition on the 
part of any other clement to apply it 
to their backs. No class is responsible 
for individual expressions; and we do 
not believe our offending contemporary 
intended to give the word our corre- 
spondent’s definition. But thatis not 
our affair. We have chosen to com- 
ment on the address for the reason 
already given, and another. That any 
occasion should haye arisen for it fur- 
ther points to a fact we have sought to 
strongly impress—our utterly ineffi- 
cient political organization. It 
and the. work of Saturday last are 
legitimate fruits of this state of 
affairs. Were the Conservative cle- 
ments of Shelby county thoroughly 
organized, and cemented by that dis- 
cipline and practical energy essen- 
tial to achieve results, bickerings 
would be unknown. We would at all 
times prefereonventions with vim, and 
a spirit of generous rivalry, to passive 
assemblages willing to assent to any- 
thing for the purpose of reaching ad- 
journment. Dead conventions, like 
statues, are more ornamental than use- 
ful. But we want none of that clash- 
ing which operates disastrously on the 
results of our deliberations. To pre- 
vent it we must reorganize on a practi- 
cal, energetic working, basis. Then 
“Gold Chisel” will find no pretext for 
complaint, and none can complain of 
any of his friends. 

ELSEWHERE we print the action of 
the Arkansas Senate, Monday, on rail- 
roads. A bill was introduced granting 
aid to certain roads, and seeking to re- 
peal the law passed last fall making an 
appropriation to the Memphis and 
Little Roek Railroad. After consider- 
able debate the entire question was 
postponed until the following day. 
Thies matter has already been men- 
tioned by telegraph. The act granting 
aid to the Memphis and Little Rock 
Railroad, after passing both branches 
of the Assembly was not to become a 
law unless ratified by the people. It was 
vote for and ratified by a very large ma- 
jority. Should the Legislature repeal 
this act, we do not see how such action 
can affect it, under the circumstances. 
The Little Rock Republican (Radi- 
eal) takes strong ground against this 
attempt at legislative tinkering, and 
thus forcibly exposes its absurdity :

The Late Affray in which Officer 
Finch Lost his Life. 


Detailed Statement by an Eye- 
Witness of the Tragedy. 


The followi communication was re- 
ceived cohen from Mr. L. A. Jenkins, 
of Hork Lake, De Soto county, Missis- 
sippi, at whose house the frightful tragedy 
oecurred on Sunday, which resulted in the 
death of Acting Se t D. J. Finch, of 
the Metropoliten Police force. We readily

Eprroms AVALANCHE: Seeing erroneous 
statements in some of the Memphis papers 
of the biiedy affray which took place last 
Sunday, at my house, and being desirous 
that a true and correct account should be 
ublished, I send such an one to you in 
hopes you will give it im your paper to the 
public. I will in by sayi that for 
more than twelve months I have been 
keeping a tavern at Horn Lake, in Missis- 
sippi, and this is the first disturbance that 
ever oceurred here. It seems that a half- 
breed Indian by the name of Cub Harland, 
residing in Crittenden county, Arkansas, 
had been accused of numerous crimes, 
whether true or no one knows: The 
notorious Captian Haines, of Clayton's 
militia, was very anxious to get him into 
his ; It seemes that some time ago 
Haines had pat to death a young man 
named Harney, a nephew, it is said, of 
General Harney, and a cousin of Cub 
Harland. Captain Haines, it is said, had 
at. fears of an Indian vendelta. (n 
uesday, before the shooting, Harland 
eame to my house and wished to stop a few 
days. I asked him no questions and 
ve him lodgings. On Sunday fol- 
owing, just er dinner, myself and 
family composed of six or seven persons 
were sitting by the fire in a back room. 
Cab Harland was seated by the fire also. 
I had my mega ao about two years 
old in my 
to attract attention, all at once two men, 
stols in hand appeared in the doorway, 
& thro two rooms to get 
there. One was a policeman and the other 
Captain Haines. The instant Harland 
saw Haines he sprang up and fired at him, 
but missed; Harland then made for the 
back door anes aes. on agallery and 
imto the back yard. Three or four pistol 
shots were fired inthe room among my 
family. Three balls struck the wall 
around the back door. Who was the po- 
liceman firing at? Harland had 
red, and there was none but my family 
nthe room. I am almost certain one of 
the shots was fired at me, as the ball 
struck to the right of the door and directly 
ina line where I was standing at the 
time. It is a miracle that someof us were 
not killed. The firing in the room was 
done by a en, Haines having made 
for the back gallery by another door sv 
soon as he saw Harland disappear in that 
direction. The shooting was now done in 
the back gallery, and atthe westend of 
the house, Finch, the policeman that 
was killed never entered the house, but 
went round the west end of it, where he 
came across a young man by the name of 
Smith, that I had hired some months ago, 
and who was then making pipe stern. 
Brown also by this time had gotten in 
the back yard. Smith hearing the affray in 
the Louse, and seeing the policemen ciose 
to him, started to get out of the way. I also 
by this time had gone out. When Finch 
saw Smith run, he called out “‘halt,”’ and 
to Brown “shoot the damned ras- 
eal,” aeey both commenced firing on 
him.

seeing his life at stake re- 
turned the fire, still endeavoring to get 
away, bat was hemmed.in by the garden 
palings. Haines and the Indian in 
the meantime were closely engaged. 
Haines received two wounds; one 
th the thigh and one through the 
body ust above the hip joint. Haines’ 
clothes were set on fire by the blaze of the 
Indian’s pistol. Finch was shot twice 
ajso; one shot in the right breast near the 
nipple, and one near the right shoulder 
blades The ball that made this wound 
was cut out by the su n from Memphis 
the next day within an ineh of the orifice 
of the wound in the right breast. He died 
the next day about two o'clock. Every 
care and attention were given him by Drs. 
Bynum and Howard, though pronouncing 
the wound mortal on first examination. 
They set up with him all night adminis- 
tering opiates, and remained by his bed- 
side until he breathed his §iast, 
changing his position, iving ano- 
dynes, stimulants, in short doing all in 
mortal power to ameliorate his sufferinsg. 
He received the kindest treatment from 
all in the house. ¥, wife, who was in the 
dining room when the twe mop entered, 
thinking they were from the still-nouse, 
asked them to go into the back room to 
the fire, The made no reply. When she 
heard the ring in the room, being greatly 
alarmed, ran out on the task gallery, 
where the flash and smoke from tne pigto s 
almost enveloped her. About twenty-five 
shots wesga as near as! can fudge.

Intercourse thus authofized and regu- 
lated, continued until Mareh 31, 1863, On 
that day the President issyed a further 
proclamation in regard to commercial in- 
tercourse between the loyal and disloyal 
States. The change made by that procla- 
mation was to prohibit the unrestricted 
trade between the ,loyal States, and the 

arts of disloyal States held and occupied 
ry the National forces, which was author- 
ized by the original proclamation. Such 
parts of the disloyal States were placed on 
the same footing as to trade, as the residue 
and unoccupied parts of the disloyal 
States. The whole insurrectionary coun- | 
try was placed inthe same copdition, as to 
commercial intercourse with the loyal 
States. All were prohibited, except under 
license granted by the President ‘‘through 
the Secretary of the Treasury,” and regu- 
lations prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and approved by the #resident.

Motion is made in this court to dis- 
charge the attachment and injunction. 
The complainants resist the motion; and 
for one cause ef resistance, say the case 
is not so in this court, as to give this 
court cognizance of such motion. or 
matter. The case is brought into 
this court, under section 3157 of the 
Code, upon decree ot the court below over- 
ruling the demurrer. Upon common law 
practice in Chancery, an appeal or writ of 
error does not lie upon such decree br 
order. The defendant must plead or an- 
swer, and go to final hearing before be can 
appeal or have writ of error. Sach is 
the cominon law practice. 

The opinion of the court is that the ap- 

l upon order overruling defendant's 

emurrer, removes the whole cause from 
the court below, and brings the whole 
cause into this court.

WASHINGTON SPECIALS. 


Details of Wednesday's Senatorial 
Caucus—Rele of Seuthern Sena- 
ters—Pennsylvania and the Offices 


Special (llth) Cincinnati Commercial.) 

After the Senate rned, to-day, 
the Republican Senators met in caucus 
for the pa of determing — 4 
course of business for the present se=- 
sion. Senator Anthony was selected 
to preside. 
in the meeting, but took no active 

rt. The first business was the selec- 
tion of Senator Anthony for the posi- 
tion of President tem of the Senate. 
He was chosen by acclamation, and 
made a brief speech in return for the 
unexpected but deserved compliment. 
Senator Warner, of Alabama, brought 
up the case of the present status of the 
State of Georgia, and made an urgent 
appeal for the settlement of the case. 
Senater © nter followed Mr. War- 
ner, and took the same course. After 
debate it was decided to settle the posi- 
tion Georgia holds in the Union before 
the recess. It was also determined to 
pass finally u Mr. Schenck’s bill to 
strengthen: the public credit, and Mr. 
Hooper’s bill providing for a redistri- 
bution of the currency. 

The Southern Senators, who hold the 
balance of power between the East 
and West on these measures, have 

to compromise with the Eastern 
men, and thus secure the bill. The 
doubts about the Civil Tenure-of-Office 
bill being acted on this session, are at 
an end, the caucus deciding that the 
bill asking for the repeal shall receive 
final action. It was also to take 
definite action on the bill for the re- 
organization of the Judicial system of 
the United States, and the bill provid- 
ing for the establishment of a system 
of militia in the Southern States, both 
of which were passed at the last ses- 
sion, but pocketed by ex-President 
Johnson. 

An attempt was made 
the Indian Ay Bill, w 
failed to pass the last Congress beca 
of a quarrel between the two Houses 
in relation to the powers of each in the 
making of treaties, when the appro- 
priation of money is involved. 

Should the action of the House con- 
cur with the action of the Senatorial 
caucus, the present session will not last 
longer than three or four weeks.
